SEASONAL CONDITIONS—TASMANIA. 


Rainfall—tThe condition of near-drought in the South-East, lower Derwent, lower East Coast and Midlands 
continued during February, 1962, much of these areas receiving somewhere between 4 to 4 of their average rain- 
fall for this month. By contrast, the West Coast the North-West Coast from Burnie and parts of the North- 
East experienced above average rainfall. 

The dry areas recorded monthly totals below one inch and some readings were even below 3 inch. The more 
favoured areas experienced monthly rains of 2 to 4 inches. The only general fall was on the 14th with 
scattered local falls in the period 20th to 28rd. 


Bagdad had its driest February since 1936 while Bellerive has not experienced a similar dry February for 
over 40 years. 


Temperature.—Mean temperatures did not depart markedly from February averages, the tendency being for 
slightly warmer readings at coastal stations and slightly colder readings in highland areas. 


Warmest days were the 6th, 7th, 13th 18th, 19th, 27th and 28th when maxima generally exceeded 70° and 
when some stations had readings in the low eighties. The peak day was the 7th with 90° recorded at places in 
the Midlands and East Coast. 


Coldest mornings were the 2nd, 12th, 15th and 16th with minima in the thirties at highland stations and 
into the forties in coastal areas. 


Bushfires——Worst fires occurred on the 4th (Jericho, Bothwell), 6th (Parratah, Perth), 7th (Longford, 
Richmond), 13th (Melton Mowbray and Hobart suburbs) and 18th (Hobart and Launceston). 


Hail_—Falls with some damage to fruit occurred in the Huon and on Tasman Peninsula; damage was exten- 
sive in the Premaydena district on the 21st. 


Pasture and Water Supply.—tThe position in the Midlands, the lower Derwent and in some parts of the East 
Coast and the South-East has shown steady deterioration.
